FnEscn PREPARATIVNS.—Though I have not been at 
Brest I happen to know that the greatest activity pre- 
vails along the eoast, not at Brest alone, but from ‘Tou- 
lon in the south, to Dunkirk in the forth. The Chan 
nel coast, in particular, is being fortified in an cxtraor 
dinary manner. From Cherbourg to Dunkirk earth: 
batteries are being constructed at every 3,000 yards. 
The guns are lying close to the banquette, muzzle to 
muzzle, and the works are so advanced in many 
places that nothing remains to be done save to cut em- 
brasures and mount the guns, which are all heavy 1t- 
pounders of the old calibre. These batteries are so 
skilfully constructed that they cannot be scen from the 
sea ; in quiet nooks in the cliff you suddenly see a mound 
covered with turf, aud behind it neatly constructed 
platforms, with the guns lying close by.

opinion that Athlone should be the centre of a railway 
system for commercial, agricultural, and military pur- 
poses; nearly 500 persons, principally farmers, have 
promised to take shares in the line if the bill is passed; 
their object is not to make a profit on the shares, but to 
assist in the formation of a project which they consider 
to be of great national importance. 

Mr. Fowler, civil engineer, was then examined—He 
had orginally laid down the series of lines in this part 


of Ireland ; the projected line would be the best for the 


public interest ; the engineering difficulties were very 
trivial: there were no tunnels nor heavy works ; the 
average cost of the line would be only £6,300 per mile, 
including parliamentary expenses ; labour and land were 
both cheaper in that part of Ireland than in England. 

The committee declared the preamble of the bill

CO. MEATH. 
Trim, Wednesday, July 20. 
CRIMINAL COURT. 
(Before the Lord Chief J eerie). 
Hugh Murray was placed at the bar, charged with 
having, upon the night of the 22d of March last, at Moy- 
rath, fired a shot at Owen Geoghegan, which took 
effect upon his head, neck, and shoulders; alse with 
having fired at Thomas Newman. ~ , 
Mr. Bland, Q.C., Mr. Ball, Q.C., Mr. P. J. M‘Kenna, 
and Mr, Levinge prosecuted on behalf of the Crown. 
Mr. J. A. Curran defended the prisoner. 
The case made on behalf of the Crown was, that on 
the night in question the prisoner, dressed in the clothes 
of a woman, met the complainant, Geoghegan, and fired 
the shot at him. Inthe prisoner’s house were discovered 
a grey cloak, a gun that had been recently discharged, 
and some shot, also a fragment of a néwspaper of June, 
1858, of which the wadding used in the gun that had 
been discharged at Geoghegan scemed to form a part, 
inasmuch as it corresponded with and fitted into the part 
from which apparently it had been torn in the process 
of loading the gun. The size of the shot found in the 
house of the prisoner and that extracted from the face of 
Geoghegan also corresponded. 
The case made by Mr. Curran on the part of the pri- 
soner was, that Geoghegan, who had left the country 
since the occurrence, had endeavoured to violate the 
wife of the prisoner, and she, a species of Meath Lucre- 
tia, had gone forth armed with the loaded gun to avenge 
the dishonour sought to be cast upon her fair fame, and 
set a glorious example to her sex to punish any provin- 
cial Tarquin who might in future assail or insult them, 
and as there was a possibility that such heroism could 
be found to exist, the jury gave the prisoner the benefit 
of the doubt, and he was discharged accordingly. The 
case in some measure resembled the American occur- 
rence, and even before the trial an acquittal was ex- 
pected. 

In the case of the madticious burning jof Mr. 
Taylor’s premises, Mr. O'Driscoll, as counsel for. 
the ratepayers, who traversed the presentment, 
suid he thought it advisable to reeommeud the with- 
drawal of the traverse; but he trusted that the Grand 
Jury would present the sum (£1,800) on the county 
at large, and not exclusively on the barony. 

Mr. Corbally, the foreman, said the jury were disposed 
to place it on the barony where the fire took place and

Mr. BLACKBURN would like to know what the in- 
tentions of the government were in reference fo this 
bill. As far as the town of Edinburgh was concerned, 
this bill would disendow the Established Church, and set 
up the voluntary system. If this was good for Edin- 
burgh it was good for the whole of Scotland, and if it 
was good for Scotland he did not see why it was not 
good for the whole of the UnitedKingdom. The 
bill provided no substitute beyond the voluntary prin- 
ciple. 
Sir G. C. LEWIS said this was by no means a new 
quest.on, and former governments had agreed to the 
principle of a bill similar to that now before the house. 
The great difficulty had been in finding a substitute. 
He should give his vote to the second reading of the 
bill, hoping that if it received the assent of Parliament 
in this short session, the government would be able at a 
future time to propose a substitute, or if it did not meet 
the assent of Parliament, then to propose in another 
session a» measure founded upon the principle of the 
present bill, giving a substitute, though not an equiva- 


ent. 

Lord ELCHO considered that the question called 
loudly for settlement, buc there was a principle involved 
in this bill which would never allow any one to support 
it who was in favour of the principle of a church 
establishment. The bill, if sed, would sweep 
away the foundations of the Established Church, and he 
must therefore resist the second reading. He moved 
that the bill be read a second time this day three months. 
Mr. SPOONER and Mr. NEWDEGATE rose to- 
gether to second the amendment. 

Mr. MILLER (Leith) supported the amendment. 

Sir E. COLEBROOKE considered that the existing 
interests of the clergy should be maintained, and that it 
should be left fer consideration how their successors 
should be provided for. 

Mr. CUMMING BRUCE considered the measure a 
very atrocious one, and a robbery of the poor. 

Mr. CAIRD said he was a member of the Church of 
Scotland, but he was in favour of the bill. The most 
wealthy inhabitants of Edinburgh were free from the tax, 
which fell upon the comparatively poor. 

The LORD ADVOCATE supported the bill, remark- 
ing that hon. gentlemen had not thrown out any sug- 
gestions for the settlement of the question, which every 
one admitted ought to be settled. He was not in favour 
of the voluntary principle, nor did he think that church 
establishments were contrary to Scripture, and he did 
not consider that those questions were at all involved in 
the bill. At the same time he should not like to affirm 
a principle which excluded the voluntary principle from 
the Church. He should like to know how London would 
have been off had that system prevailed. He should 
urge upon the hon. gentleman (Mr. Black) to take the 
second reading of the bill, and to be content with that 
for the present. ' | 

Mr. NEWDEGATE said the principle of the bill was 
the abolition of the tax, no substitute being proposed. 
Great as had been the extension of the voluntary system 
during the last few years, it had proved totally insuffi- 
cient to provide for the spiritual wants of the poor. He 
trusted that those who considered that the Established 
Church should be maintained out of the public funds, 
and not be dependent upon casual charity, would oppose 
the further progress of the bill. 

Mr. BAXTER recommended the hon. member who 
had charge of the bill to accept the proposition of the 
government, and having taken the seeund reading, not 
to press the matter further this year. 

Mr. BAILLIE said that if the government were to 
introduce a bill on the subject, he did not see what pro- 
gress would be made by the second reading of the 
bill. 

Mr. BLACK said he was content to accept the offer 
of the government, and not to press his measure after 
the second reading.

Tue Wreck Cuart.—We have lying before us a re- 
markable map, the Wreck Chart of the British Isles 
for 1858. It is to be found in a return to parliament, 
carefully prepared by the Board of Trade. The chart 
is of the same appearance as an ordinary map of these 
islands except that the whole line of coast, from the 
Orkneys to the Land’s End, is dotted with a series of 
black marks. Each mark indicates either a shipwreck 
or some casualty to a vessel nearly approaching that 
disaster. A most melancholy effect has this chart when 
this key to its object is given. The whole coast, parti- 
cularly at the approaches to our commercial! cities, bristles 
with the dottings which indicate clearly the site where 
some noble ship has gone to destruction with her human 
freight, the tidings of which have too frequently brought 
woe to many a home and countinghouse. All 
round our coast, with the aid of this va!uable 
map, we can trace clearly the frightful work of 
destruction duringthe past year. The total number 
of British merchant ships, including steamers, is sup- 
posed to be 27,097, giving a tonnage of 4,558,730. These 
ships are handled probably by no less than 
300,000 men and boys. The nature of the disasters 
to British and foreign ships is thus epitomised:—In 
1858 the number of vessels wrecked on the. coast and in 
the seas of the United Kingdom was 11,70 ; of these 354 
were total wrecks, 50 sunk by collision, making the 
number totally lost 404. Vessels stranded and damaged 
so as to require to discharge cargo, 515, by collision, 251; 
total 766; making the number of wrecks, 1,170. By 
these disasters the lives of 1,895 persons were imperilled, 


late years greatly increased in number and efficienc 
under the management of the National Lifeboat Insti- 
tution, whose energies in this good work are untiring. 
It has now eighty-two lifeboat establishments under its 
management ; and we only wish that we were able to 
report that it had twice that number, for there are still 
too many exposed points in need of these arks of mercy; 
and although shipwrecks will occur, notwithstanding all 
our precautions,yet if lifeboats were more numerous on the 
coast, and if shipowners paid more attention to the con- 
dition of their vessels and crews before they sent them 


the melancholy catalogue of disasters on the coasts of 
the British Isles; which it is our painful duty to report 
from time to time.—Evening Packet.

It has, 
however, a bright side, and on that we find that by the 
lifeboats of the National Lifeboat Institution, those of 
local bodies, and various other craft, 1,555 of our fellow 
creatures, were, during the past year, rescued from a watery 
grave. ‘The red dottings on this unique chart are cheer- 
ing marks, as indicative of the places where lifeboats 
and the life preserving apparatus are to be found in the 
hour of distress. ‘The latter are under the control of 
the Board of “Trade, and as the firing of 
the apparatus requires some knowledge of 
gunnery, they are principally in the charge 
of the Coast Guard. It is very gratifying to find
